An electronic device comprising a component ttxat consists of a polymer produced from at 
least one monomer having the formula: 



wherein each of R*, Rt, Rc are independently selected from the group comprising: a 
hydroxylated aliphatic side chain; an epoxy glycol; an ethoxy ether; and a glycol ether. 

The device of claim 34, wherein R», Rb, Rc further comprises an adduct of glycol ether 
and a bisphenol glycol epoxy. 

The device of claim 34, wherein R», Rb, Rc further comprises an adduct of an epoxy 
glycol and an amine. 

The device of claim 34, wherein R* Rc further comprises an adduct of a glycol 
ether and a cycloaliphatic epoxy. 

The device of claim 34, wherein R*, R t) R< further comprises and an adduct of 
hydroxyethyl side chain and a cycloaliphatic epoxy. 

The device of claim 37, wherein the adduct is an oxybis(cyclopentene oxide). 

The device of claim 36, wherein the amine an oxydianiline . 

The device of claim 40, wherein the adduct is an hydroxylamine.
